1, The September Progress Report for AMSPELL, including 
AMHINT and AMDAHQ activities, is transmitted herewith: 


AMSPELL 
1) General: 


ox 


a. On 21 September 1962, AMHINTijssipxftitrated 
PBRUMEN in a refugee vessel and made his preliminary operational 
report on release from CAC on 22 September (Reference B). Subject 
was accompanied by the National Coordinator for Agricultural Affair! 
(actually an organizer for guerrilla warfare and resistance groups 
throughout the Island) Jose Angel LOZANO y Lozano. Briefly, 
AMHINTf5371and LOZANO rendered an optimistic operational report on 
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AMSPELL orgnniznt ion In PBRUMEN, including the situation in the 
underground, compartmcntatlon, organization, communications con¬ 
trol and intelligence structure. Subjects are undergoing intell¬ 
igence debriefing on a continuing basis. 

b. While AMIIlNT?£ij) was .arranging his exfiltration and| 
AMSPELL Psywar operations in PBRUMEN and the hemisphere were 
continued on their normal course, the AMHISTs were still smarting v 
from the ODYOKE confiscation of their vessel, the Jl'ANIN-I, as a 
consequence of the 24 August attack on Havana. AMHlNT 1 f2}w cnt to<?( 
Caracas on 7 September for a meeting with President BETANCOURT (or 
his official representative) and a press conference where he 
released an AMSPELL statement,which in effect, served a notice on 
PBRUMEN and the USSft that any Cbmraunist shipping encountered in 
PBRUMEN territorial waters will bo .attacked on sight. (Reference 

F and G) - ■■■■ ,

c. Behind the scenes, however, AMHINT(*2\)was report¬ 
edly (Reference D and E) negotiating with Venezuelan'Naval Official} 
for surfacecraft and possibly a base from which to operate. What 
success he achieved in tills quest, or to what extent President 
BETANCOURT is prepared to help AMSPELL, is still an unknown 
quantity. Judging from their attempts to raise funds in other 
spheres, allegedly for the purchase of a replacement vessel, they 
were not very successful in Caracas. (A PM Case Officer handling 
the CEDAR team has reported that one of the members complained 
of forfeiting a 20-percent "kick-back" in his AMSPELL salary. 

(For a breakdown of AMSPELL salary see Attachment B.) 

d. AMHINT-fFlreturned from Caracas and ns to bo 
expected, gave no 1ndicaCion of the "secret negotiations" or their 
outcome. On '27 September, along with AMHINT-5, he requested a 
meeting with the JMWAVE officer for discussion of the AMBARB 
funding disagreement and the general AMSPELL situation (See 
Attachment C), Perhaps this session gave JUWAVE a bit more insight) 
as to AMSPELL plans and intentions, but no real solution for the 
AMBARBs resulted. In short, AMSPELL policy is to mold PBPRIME , 
public opinion and bring pressure to bear on ODYOKE and GPIDEAL 
for action in the PBRUMEN situation within the next four months. 


e. To implement such a policy, AMSPELL has exploited 
the impact of their 24 August attack on PBPRIME news media, as 
well as their Caracas Declaration. Also, they have published a 
weekly news letter in English entitled "The Cuban Report" (Refer¬ 
ence C) and about 2,000 copies are mailed out to ODYOKE officials 
and congressmen. Initiated in late August, the main theme of this 
publication has been the Soviet/Bloc materiel buildup in PBRUMEN.

All planning phasic of AMSPELL activities supported by 
JMWAVE atf the presjent time 1 are subject to. the results of meetings 
with AMSPELL concerning increased control, and, the decisions of 
JMWAVE to continue a support relationship if an acceptable degree 
of KUBARK control can be established. 

B. AMHINTS ; 

1) General ; 

a. As reported in Reference B, the most important 
AMHINT^development during September was the exfiltration of 
AMHINT^sSlibl This was also significant for JMWAVE, since all nego¬ 
tiations with AMSPELL would be transferred from AMHINT42J-to 0( 
AMHINT-#'3b61 Although AMHiNT{f>3pill undoubtedly be fully briefed 
and raindoctrmated by AMHfW 1 leaders^ S ° nt 
status and operational relationship with JMWAVE, AMHINT-(53J-is a 
mature and astute leader and can be expected to appreciate the 
broad scope of JMWAVE—AMSPELL operations. 

b in the Psywar field, the AMHINTS in PBRUMEN 
continue to producenchero" on a'hand-operated mimeograph 
machine in Havana and' i ?fS’trT5ute about 10,000 copies monthly. 

They are also committed to the collection and transmission of 
reports and photographs on the Soviet buildup, at least until 
the DAMSON intelligence operations are begun. This activity 
is in direct support of the AMSPELL policy cited in Paragraph 
above; The AMSPELL propaganda section is divided into four 
departments to carry out this program: PBRUMEN, Latin American 
PBRUMEN Exile Co mmunity and PBPRIME

and Panama are practically completed for an 
AMSPELL operations base. (Letter from Bernabe

ii. AMSPELL has levied intelligence requirements on 
’ AMHINTS in PBRUMEN for sending out information 

on PBRUMEN ports that can be attacked from the 
sea (Intelligence Plans Numbers 5, 6 and 7, in 
a letter from AMHINT-39 to "Jesus", National 
Coordinator for Intelligence.)

Honda, La Habana, Matanzas and Cardenas are re¬

crossing with the foregoing commit ni cattons, a series of letters 
from the National Coordinators in PBRUMEN reported a severe blow 
to AMSPELL clandestine organization. Jore MEDINA Urinkier 
("Mongo"),.National Cpordlnator for Military Reception and Supply, 
reported that AMHINT^OpC PBRUMEN National Coordinator) had 1 been 
missing. (Later reported as arrested and being held at G-2 
Headquarters on Ave 5 in Miramar.) Also, "Juan” and "Miguel" 
were arrested in Havana. Several others were missing. MEDINA 
went on to describe security measures implemented and report on 
a re-organization of the National Coordinator Committee. He 
closed with a plea for a small shipment of small arms for defensive! 
use, clothing and medicine, and a full-scale propaganda effort if 
AMHINTtJoQ should be sentenced to sum mary execution. 


G\ ' e. -f}|__ I the National. Coordinator for 

Propaganda, Nicolas PEREZ Diez-ArgTielles ("Jose Alfredo") rendered 
a detailed report on Agit/Prop assets in PBRUMEN. The printing and] 
distribution of "Trinchera " has been moved up to every fortnight, 
and efforts to get it printed on a commercial printing press in 
Havana appear to be successful. Regular couriers arc being traincd| 
for delivery of the newspaper to the provinces. PEREZ also 
reported their progress in mounting two clandestine radio trans¬ 
mitters for Agit/Prop purposes, one in Las Villas and one in 
Havana. These are powered by 110 volt generators usually found 
on a small farm. It is projected to transmit a regular propram, 
probably entitled "Tcle-periodico Trinchera". The report does 
not explain what counter measured wTUbe taken to prevent GOC 
detection. Finally, PEREZ describes an Agit/Prop program already 
in progress: FirSi a plan for printing and marking walls with 
their organization abbreviation, carried out’ in one operation, 
synchronizing municipal and borough teams for the Job. As a 
follow-up phase, large cloth banners bearing the same letters will 
be raised or tended in congested areas and photographs taken for 
publication in "Trinchera". Also, with the aid of their Intelli¬ 
gence Section, AifirCNTs bave penetrated two radio stations in 
Havana and are identifying all Sov/Bloc personnel employed there, 
their security practices, addresses and routes for commuting.

C. AMBARB 


s. 


During the reporting period no changes occurred_in AMBARB 
personnel assignments. With the exfiltration of AMHINT-|53j,-from 
PBRUMEN it is hoped that it will be possible to negotiateovith 
AMBARB the still unsettled question of AMBARB.funding. We will 
report further to Headquarters as soon as an agreement is reached 
with AMBARB on funding of AMBARB representatives in the field by 
local KUBARK Stations. For the present it can only be said that 
tike AMBARB leaders are strenuously resisting any effort by JMWAVE 
to increase to more than eight the number of their people whom 
they will permit KUBARK to fund.directly rather than through AMBARB| 
Headquarters in Miami. 

The inspection tour of AMBARB-16 to delegations in 
Latin America resulted in the general, report, forwarded for your 
information as Attachment D: in reading this report, it is useful 
for reference purposes to examiiv Attachment E a report which the 
AMBARB office has prepared on its general progress since inception 
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of the AMBARB program. As Attachment F wc forward a special 
report prepared by AMBARD-1G on AMBARB mailing operations cap¬ 
abilities.

Durinr ay'stay at Uruguay, 
the voting campaign for the elections -hlch ’ill be Iv'ld on next Hov¬ 
er, her was heinf carried through. Thus it -/as rr.th'r diff ictilt to 
turn the -ttention of auhlic opinion tojards t e Cuban problem. How¬ 
ever, in order to reinitiate the labor, the Delegation has 'orked out 
a plan which will last for one month ~nd end with a great public act, 
'ihile I was t!:crc, 100,000 leaves of propaganda exhorting the people 
to express their protests for the presence of Fussi-an troops in Cuba 
■■•ore distributed throughout the city. Also a manifestation which 
took place the 8th of September In front of the Cuban Kr.bossy was 
organised, The Dels potion will shortly beyin to edit n news bulletin 
which "ill be sent to the Pross, Tindlo, TV, to political, civic, and 
religious leaders. Also -• trin tnroughout the different cities of 
the country in order to strengthen the contacts wo already had there 
is being planned. 

In the student field, the Dolor*tIon is striving to work to achieve 
unity ir. tho groups of opposition to the FTJU (Federation of Univers¬ 
ity Students ?f Uruguay) by creating -a common front and thus move out 
the Communists 'hich control fully the lending nosition of the FEUU.^ 

3.- Deficiencies

This report le a general USalysis on the labor performed by the Section of 
International Relatione of the Cirectorio Revoluoionarlo Eetudlantil (IBS) 
end on it# plana for the future* Hower, it would take much time to sale 
a precise account on the labor accomplished in more than one year, so m 
will Halt It to bo a general outline, hoping that in the near future a 
more detailed one nay be presented*

Tbs ERE can finally assert that the labor carried through by the Section of 
International Relations has been a definite triumph for the organisation, 
due to the importance of the ground of operation and tbs intensity with 
which It has been developed* It la not an. easy task to organise in such 
a brief tens an intematico&l field of operation like ours, which has 
. already bom fruits and, la only one year, ha; attained great renom, eras 
outside the borders of our continent* If ail the motives for which the 
IRS's Latin. Inert can nan has attained such success were to be outlined, 
ue would never finish* We are going to list those which we consider are the 
aost importantt 

A*— There can be no doubt tint the most important labor has been the one 
developed by teh CBS Delegates in Latin America. During many Booths,the 
economic support given to the Section of International Relations was so 
short that only with tbs voluntary sacrifices of our delegates in Latin 
America could the aectias. be kept in function. We can none countless 
examples of generosity add self-sacrifice to our cause t There were 
Delegates who, for usury months, slept in cots and even oh the floor, 
others who lived sorrwccdsd by a wretched atmosphere, and others v$o 
even went hungry. Our delegates fought to undergo all difficultties 
and, many times against hostile atmospheres, equipped only with their 
enthusiasm and their ardent desire to carry our truth througfat America* 
The merits of our enterprise belong solely to them* 

B*- Maintain the ORE identified with the struggles of Iatfn America Students, 
with whom we have shared ideals and cooperation during this year* 

C.- ttmtalnlng the system ef propaganda from Miami to the labor which baa 

mads the ERE knom throughout the continent and has Increased Delegations 
its prestige, in spite cf the lade of information and econooio means* 

P.- Maintain the DUE identified with the representative movements in each 
country, its firm position fighting for the redonatruction of Cuba, 
crossing out Batista's abhorrent past and Castro's inhuman present, and 
holding an .understanding posture towards the serious problems in Latin 
America, social injustice, oppression, nilitariflm and ignorance. We 
have made also ours the longing for the ransoming of our continent* 

Va have experienced all this surrounded by gigantic difficulties, 
limitations and, in lasy occasions, incccprehensions/by those sics wa 
had trusted* Moments af dewnheartedaess have, lived'within us more than 
once , bat oar spirit has ssJLatained its firmness still hoping that the 
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people of the world towards our desperate calling say be some day achieved 
and that they stay stretch their friendly hand to our patient, but erect, people. 
For the better understanding of'the labor accomplished we villi oyntheBiae the 
main steps taken by this section in the develop Bent of the mission the USE has 
assigned it. 

ORIGIN OF THE 3BC30N OF INTERNATIONAL REJUmoKS 

The Section of International Relations was created by the National Executive of 
the IKS in the Booths of Novensber-Beceaber I960, Luis Bota Bonlnguea, er-Presldeni 
of the faculty of Science of the University of Havana, ms appointed for ita 
direction on January 1961, Mr. Eduardo ttrnla me ordered to come to Miajsd and 
was assigned, the coordination of the ERE's labor in Latin America. Ur Murd* 
arrived on the 8th of February, 1961* 


THE FIRST ST£f3 


Before Muniz*a arrival at Miami, the ORE's activity in the international ground 
was so limited that it lacked importance, even thought had sent a Delegation to 
the Chancellors 1 assembly which was held on 1961 in the city of San Jose Costa, 
Elea, and bad also sent a Delegation to Central America for the purpose of 
establishing contacts with student leaders in these countries. On the last 
of February 1961, a IKS Coined, a si on composed by Ernesto ftirnandez Travieso, Tere¬ 
sa Valdes Hurtado, and Eduardo Munis ms sent to Washington for the purpose of 
delivering a letter written by the ORE as genuine representation of Cuban Student# 
to the President of the United States John P. Kennedy. This letter ms handed 
to Hr. Richard Godwin ( ee ignore if it ever reached President Kennedy) It 
stated- the basis and ideals which acred the ERE tta fight the Caotre regime aid 
the cohsboo inspirations which led it together with the rest of Latin itsserican 
Students towards the ashlaireaent If social Justice for the people of our 
continent. 

Despite all this - and for. motives-which have not yet been fLven to ua - diuring 
February, March, and April 1961, we were entirely, res trained in the development 
of our labor because of the poor sdsitanee given to our plan. Our labor ssub 
reduce to the sending of some propaganda to Intin America, to the organising 
of files of contacts and organizations, and to the maintaining relations with 
them by nail. However, at the beginning of March 1961 the first throe DK8 Da¬ 
le gajrloai in Latin America wars stablished i Costa Rica, Venezuela , add Mexi¬ 
co. ThA® Delegations psacticAlly, received no economic support for more than 
five months (they subsisted almost only by their own means) and so ita labor 
wps recfciced to the least. 


UROW INVASIONt MET OUTLOOKS 

New possibilities in the Latin American ground were disclosed ids on, on the 
17 th of April, the invasion through Flays Giron was defeated by the Communist 
forces, demonstrating this the mistake which tha administration of the United 
States had performed in not relying upon continental public*, opinion which had 
been skillfully influenced by Caatrlat propaganda. An objective glance on the 
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acisutl reality clearly Bade this know to uai continental opinion supported 
the Castro repine, Latin Anar!can youth beheld Fidel Castro as the legendary 
leader who would peine the Aatln American people towards their total easaacl- 
patlon and development. Lltile or nothin had keen done to face this skillful 
propaganda. The possibilities of opening a battle Araut against Castries la 
the Latin American cocntrleethe fundamental point of our plan - began to 
be taken into cansideration. ' liui first attempts wares 

1«- In Hay 1961, ear swabefs' Ztdla das, Marta FI era Rosdrlgues and Raul Gon¬ 
zales Simon ware sent to Sao Paolo, Brasil, and stayed there for one uaath 
carrying through labors of propaganda. 

2. - Xmedlataly after Alberto Muller, Seoretary-Oaaer&l tf the DR£, was caught, 

a Delegation composed by Jorge Dortiooe, Rogello Hein and Joaquin Peres Ro¬ 
drigues, troweled through Brasil, Uruguay, J^rsfantirui and Chile working to 
avoid the execution of our Secretary-Oanerai by the Castro regime. The la¬ 
bor it acccoplished together with the labor accomplished in other coon tries 
turned public ©pinica towards our cause, then the Delegation arrived at 
Ibntevideo, Uruguay, the * Caigrea© por la Libertad y la Dmocracia ■ was 
being held in that city, and the Delegation van invited to take part la it, »• 
boliing an outslasding posture in Its acting. 

3. - Imaedlately after the trial of our Secrstary-Utasial, Alberto Muller, mad 

other 32 prisoners with hist, 'one.of the strongest- and- moat successful fisai-' 
paigne wa have accomplished, was carried through* Jbar delegations warm 
urgently seat to Latin Aaericf, organised as fellows.

At the sane Use, cables were sent frsa our naia office at Mlaal to all 
the govenraants of the continent,Student Unions, and civic organizations, 
making use of the contacts we had made by mail froa our beginnings. The 
results of the campaign were really astonishing.. All the governments of 
the continent pleaded in favor of Muller and the other prisoners, almost 
all the Student Unioos, countless civic organisations did the name, public 
manifestations rose ascb in Mexico, Panama, Chile, ?enesuela, Ecuador, and 
Peru, atones were throes at the Cuban Sabassy at Bolivia all the Lioeos 
( High Schools) la Montevideo, Uruguay, went on strike on the day of the trial, 
the Fade radon SstudLaatil Untversltaria(?&,D in Honduras also went on 
strike for one day, through the streets of Sen *«e, Costa Rica, a great 
st udent manifestation was aade, and tbs Fed era das Sstudiantil Universitaria 
( IHJCa) proposed to change Alberto Muller for cos tractor. 

The labor perfected was so effective that traitor Ernesto Che Guevara,la 
his interview with President Janlo Quadros during his stop at Brasilia re¬ 
turning from the Ceafareaeia Interaaeslcana Sexcadca y Social ( CIES ), 
waa asked froa the Brasilian government to spare the lives of Heller aai* 
the other prisoners* Bs most point out that la sown* pronounced by (iievara 
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in tho city of Manzanillo in Orient® province, Cuba, be stated that in hie trip 
South Aaertea to had seen certain stirring In favor of a group if pri¬ 
soners caugh In Cuba. ( He ms evidently talking about the campaign In favor of 
Muller ) * This Caapaing clearly showed the great possibilities we had in Ia- 
tia America and tto urgent need to carry through all the nations the great truth 
- of shat was happening in Onto*

In A gust, 1961, tto fust conversation* to achieve the economic support for our 
plan were told." They lasted for approximately one month because wo sere not in 
accordance on several points* It sas decided that permanent delegations were to 
to established in la tin Amorica and for such purpose ure made a wll-atadied an4 
detailed plan in which to exposed our opinion on how to develop the labor ttarou#i™ 
out the continent. Unfortunately, many of the points to exposed in the plan were 
not approved (tine gave us after the reason for as labor was being developed it 
ms necessary to ecforoe m&^r of the points which had once been rejected) and we 
began' to develop the plan through the limited means we possessed to achieve the 
objectives we had assigned ourselves. The sain objective in the first plan of

A*- Hike the 03 known through continental publio opinion, principally the 
Students 1 opinion. 

B. - Make openly known tho truth of what was happening in Cuba through ail the 

aeana which could to useful. 

C. - Stib public opinion in favor of our cause* 

Delegation were established In less than three months in the following countries * 
Costa Rica, Venezuela , Mexico, Bolivia , Brazil ( Sao Paolo ) , Peru, Argentina, 
Chile, Uruguay. later, Delegations were established in Colombia, Ecuador, Pana¬ 
ma, Hondoraa, Cfcatemala, Puert-^ica and Santo DoodLngo and Brasil ( Rio da Janeiro) 
fhs activity unfolded since then needs not be narrated, not only because it would 
take nucha time , tot also because evident facts damostrate the importance and. 
the dimension acataaed by the labor in the plan of the H3 for Latin America. In 
general form we will list woma of the most important events during this period of 
time. 

1.- 27th of SpTggtor t day o£ duel for l a tin A cer! can S tudents i n memory jyP t he 
Students e xecuted Cuba . At the IV Latin American Assembly of Students 
iCIAS) to wad eh a ISIS Delegation assisted and which m detail later on this 
report, it wan decided to declare the 27th of November (date in which! 8 
students of Medicine were shot by the Spanish soldiers during the Cuban war 
of Independence) day of dial for la tin American students. This date was 
commemorated in almost all the Latin %@riean countries, being this om of. 
the flwbt great blows wo achieved ooordinately throughout the continent. 

All the & eta which were performed and' the propaganda which was issued are 
filed in our office. 


2.- Student manifestation in Costa Rica on the 17th of October . Jt was possibly 
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the greatest student manifestation that has taken place In San Jose. Mere 
than 6.000 students asking the goverBant to break relations with Castr® were 
present at it. 

3. -* The campaign to save the life ^f Miguel Chrcia Armengol . Ftor this campaign, 

as well, ae for the campaign in favor of JAillor, we appealed to every means po¬ 
ssible., th&s attaining the help froa the la tin Aaerican governnents and tmm 
almo st all the Student Onions and civic organisations of the continents. 

4. - ito caasakn is aas IUs si. Haas. Psmisx sni jaaa Eeiytaft (i^anUt) 

As in the previous campaigns, w» moved continental public opinion In Avar 
of our .Just demands. Unfortunately, our dear Juan Pereira Varela was killed . 
in the coast of Cuba,befbre the pleadings for mercy froa all place# of the 
continent reached Castro and before the Secretary of foreign Relations df 
Bxqsil, d an Thlago Dantas, could interseds for his life, as he had promised 
Jos® I. JJedxlgyesi with shorn be had held a private interview* the whole 
aocount' on the labor we accomplished for this ©aapai^i and for the campaign 
in favor of Miguel (fercia Armangol, is filed in our offices. 

5»- Help rendered t o L a tin A merican Student U nions . From theb Latin American 

outlook, this labor has probably been one of the most important labors carried 
through by our Delegations. Airing this year many of our Delegations have 
worked intimately with the deaocratlo leaders of the Student Onloneof the 
continent in order to throuw the Conmmlats out froa the positi-.na which they 
■ control and to attain success in student elections of simply nsalntaln the 
actual positions held-* Sobs efforts 'which deserve to be named abet The labor 
aocooplishe by our Delegation in Panama due to which ( according to the axaet 
words of student leaders ir. Panama) the direction of the Union da EstudLantes 
Universitarios ( UKJ ) which had follen in Coaaauniat control, was reconquered 
by the Democrats, The later accomplished by our Delegation ah Senezuela has 
teen perhaps the mos important, through which student groups of the P&rtido 
Social Crlotiano ( COPEl ) and the Fartido Accion Democratic® ( AD ) have 
stronly opposed in arsedactions the Communist groups which control the Uni¬ 
versity and have even received the compliments of President, Roaule Betancourt. 
The labor accomplished by our Delegation at Honduras, through which it has 
helped and guided the democratic administration M the Bederacicn Estudiantil 
Universitaria ( F2UH ) and also payed fir the publication if the newspaper 
"Avunce", official reporter of the FEUH. The account on the labor carried 
through by the ERE together with the Confederacion Unlvereltarla de Bolivia * 
the Federation Universitaria del Peru, with that of opposition of Uruguay , 

Ax gentian aid Brasil and ^anto Dos&ngo is filed in our offices. 


6«- The system of propaganda of the Section of International Relatione . Our 
system of propaganda ia probably one of the most strong in the student 
Latin Aaerican ground, in spi fie If the limited means wo possess. Our labor 
If propaganda has been so intensive that we have practically had to use a 
larger place, to file the propaganda the Delegations have issued and sent 
ns* Me have maintained the best relations with Iatln Aaerican press,which 
frequently publishes articles on the DPJEalso the internatirnal news agencies 
( UFX, AP, etc. ) have published cables related to the DRE. For the better 
understanding of the labor developed we are going to divide it in written 
propaganda and propaganda by radio broadcasts.

Uruguay .- The DEE Delegation at Uruguay edited the pamphlet "Cuba Comunista" 
and has also edited a great amount of written propaganda*

c.- Photographic propaganda. 

There can be no doubt that the success attained in this flel Is of the 
greatest importance. The main office has been supplying photographic m- 
terial to the Delegations for several months,,so that they could use.it 
for propaganda* A great blow mas achieved with the photographs illustrat¬ 
ing the events at the Ecuador Ekbasay in Cuba, when three Cubans, seeking 
political aesile,, tried t© enter the Embassy and wr® shot by the militia . 
being already Inside Ecuatori&n field* These photographs were distributed 
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sisBiig all the Dolegptiona and a day was appointed for their publication la 
all places of the continent* Thus, a great success was achieved. This 
sane the photographs '-ore published in almost all the Latin Aaerican news¬ 
papers, and, later, they were even published In extra-continental press* 

It Is of vital importance to point out the success achieved by the photo¬ 
graph exhibition , organised by the photograph department of the Section of 
International Relations* This exhibition was composed of 30 enlarged 
photographs to be shown at public squares and organizations and were sent 
to each' Delegation* These exhibitions are still being shown in Latin Ame¬ 
rica * Thousands of persons have visited them and the success achieved 
up-to-date has been great* 

7 Intelligence and Agitation . During one lo ng year wo have received 

through the Delegations many informations on Castrist activities throughout 
the continent, as well as on Coouunlat activities in general. Stirring has 
neither been absent - Two libraries of the Communist Party were destroyed 
in Montevideo, a place were support for ft del Castro was received was also 
destroyed in Montevideo, and students groups in Venezuela have been trained* 

THE CHANCELLORS » OOHFERSBCR 

When the Chancellors' Conference was held inJanuary 1961,. there was a plan 
to turn publio opinion in favor of taking energetic steps against the Castro 
regime* For this purpose, the 25th of January wqs appointed as the dap In 
which 8 La Marcha del SilendLol* ( The Silence March) was to be carried through in 
the principal Latin American cities, to give support to the Conference and protestd 
for the crimes accomplished by the Castro Communist Regime. The results were truly 
astonishing. In Bolivia more than 20,000 people took part in 8 la Marcha del Si- 
lendo", they all carried lighted torches since it was at night fall. In Peru , 
more than 10,000 persons were assembled and in Guayaquil, Ecuador, around 5,000. 
Also Smaller manifestations were made in Honduras, Panama, Mexico, and Colombia. 
The IRE Delegation sen to the Chancellors r Conference visited several countries 
before arriving at Montevideo^ so as to develop in them the labor of propaganda 
and organization previous to the events that would take place during Uba Confe¬ 
rence* This Delegation was divided in two groups. The first one was composed 
by Juan M. Sal vat, Fbroahdo Garcia Chacon, Jose Marla Iasa, Ernesto ^ernandez 
Travieso, and Mario Pita. This group visited Bolivia, Peru, Chile, and Argenti¬ 
na. The second group was conposed only by Eduardo liiniz, who visited Honduras, 
Costa Rica, Panama, and Brazil. Dazing this trips, press conferences, inter¬ 
views with secretaries of fbreign Relations, and with Presidents of the nations, 
were held. In Uruguay, the first photograph exhibition was shown In the Plaza 
LLbertad, a gigantic meeting was held in Montevideo and four meetings were held 
in other cities of the country (San Carloa, Piriapolis, Minas, and Maldonado), 
pest bombs were placed at the Communist meeting In the University, press con¬ 
ferences were held, and radio programs were broadcasted, all daring the Confer¬ 
ence* 

In a general form, we have explained some of the activities developed by. the 
Section Of International Relations of the IRE* It would be impossible to das. 

' cribe them all completely* .

ZV CUE (Congreao Iatinoamericaho do Estudiantes), m CEUCA (Cen- 
greso de Estudiantes Unlveraitafiea de Centro America) and X CTK (ConferendLa 
Internaclonal Da Estudiantes). A Delegation mas also sent to travel through, 
several countries of Africa (Senegal, Ghana, Kenya, Bglpto, Uarruecos, Mgeria, 
Argella, andTunex) in order to establish contacts with the Student Onions of 
Africa In preparation for the CIS. 

Ur, IV Congreao Latinoaaerieane de Estudiantes (IV CIAE) 

The HUE sent a Delegation to the IV CHS -the most important IctinAmerlcan 
student assembly- composed byt Luis Fernandez Rocha, Luis Boca Dominguez, 

Joaquin Peres, Jose I. Rodrigues LonbiUe, Antonio B« Abe11a, and Eduardo MUniz. 

The report on the labor accomplished by this Delegation la the IV CLAB -a 
Delegation from the KU of Cuba nos present at it also- has teen already pre¬ 
sented, But we will only list the following resolutions which were taken la 
the assembly die to our Vigorous action. 

Con demn the executions of students in Cuba. 

Demand free don for Alberto BuUer and the other imprisoned students. 

Proclaim the 27th. of November day of duel for Latin American students, in 
memory of the Cuban students that have been executed. 

Ask the Coalsioh ds Estudioa a Informs cion (RIG), organism of the Inter¬ 
national Student Conference, to perform an investigation on the situation 
of Cuban students. 

b». Congreao de Estudiantes Uriiversitarios De Centro America (XU C8UCA) 

The ERB sent a delegation to this assembly, held in San Jose, Cos4fc Rica, 
led by Rogelie Helu and composed by delegates of the ERE in Costa Rica. The 
celebration of the in CHJCA -did not finally taka place because the Unions 
controlled by Coasminizts asked that the Cuban Revolution be given a vote of 
confidence. Mexico, Costa Rica, Guatemala, and Honduras, opposed this petition. 
At this critical situation, the democratic delegation retired, finishing thus 
the Assembly and laving the Communiits unable to reach their objective. 
o~. Conferencia Internaclonal de Estudiantes (X CIS) 

In the X CIB Just held at Quebec, Canada, lithe DRE Delegation obtained the 
greatest success aver in the assistaose to a student asseably. This Delegation 
was composed byi Jose I. Rodriguez Loabillo, Rafael Trenola, Joaquin Perez, 
Lourdes Casals, Rogelio Halo, and Eduardo Muniz. Their assistance at the assem¬ 
bly turned out to be a great success owing to the efforts of the Delegation. 

The assembly'bbndesme^ with only one vote of opposition from India, the executions 
and imprisonments of Cuban students and the suspension of the publication of 
the newspapers of the University b y the Totalitarian State. 

Copies of this res&ution will be sent to all Student Unions of the world, 
to the United Nations, and to the government of Hi del Castro. The report on 
the X CUE will soon be delivered. 
d~» The Delegation sent by the ERE to Africa 

On the last days of May, 1962, the IRE sent a delegation to Africa composed 
by Jose I. Rodriguez Lombillo, Raul Gonzalez Simon, and Lourdes Casals. They 
traveled through these countries! Senegal, Nigeria, Kenya, Ghana, Egypt, Mh™ 
rraecoe. Tunas, and Argelia. . They established contacts with the leaders of 
Student Unions and distributed among then extensive informations on the actual 
situation of Cuban Students, translated to English and French, The leaders 
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wrt greatly Impressed by the paaphlet "The Perversion of a University - , Tht 
positive results of this trip to Africa ware clearly disclosed at the X CDS, 
vthere the Student Galons from Chaha, Kigeira and Kenya ardently defendsd tt8» 

e>« Act ually the IBM is planning to send a Delegation to the festival Mondial 
de la Juventud whdh sill be hoU this year at Helsinki, Finland# 
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Daring an re than one year of vigorous working, the Section of International Rela¬ 
tions has encountered countless deficiencies and difficulties, tnajty of which have 
beeh^already surpassed, though others still prevail* We will state bellow the 
main difficulties which we are actually facing and which we endeavor to surpass 
as soon as possible* 

1*- Personnel 

The problem on lqck of. personnel has been and is one of the main difficulties 
which the Section has encountered in its labor. Countless are tbs motives for 
this, among which we can list* 

A. - Lack of capable personnel t Due to the importance'of the labor developed in 

Latin America, the personnel with capacity for the work is not very abundant. 

B. -' Personal problems of the aspirants to Delegates t This is one of the most 

conflictive motives we are actually facing* 

More than exile by the Cuban people, what is actually taking place Is a 
massive exodus of our people* Consequently,being in the need of working to 
help their families, many Delegates have had to give up their labors'and coope¬ 
ration with us* In many cases, aspirants to Delegates have been forced-to abandon 

tne Plan .remaining only a few days for their departure* 

/ 

C«- Problems on obtaining visa s x The difficulties In obtaining the visas for several 
countries' (like Colombia, Mexico, El Salvador, Santo Domingo ) has also , on 
many occasions, hindered the departure of the Delegates for Latin America. There 
is a specific example in Mexico, for which it has been absolutely impossible 
to obtain the visas; in spite of all the efforts made* Many delegates in these 
said conditions of inactivity have consequently abandoned the plan* 

D»- Problems of Delegates in the respective couhtrlss i The problems the Delegates 
have had to face in the different countries have been so many that it results 
imposi'ole to outline them all. Tfs will try to point ouF those which we consi¬ 
der are the most imports t 

a. - Economic difficulties i The Delegates lacked operational funds to develop 

their plans for approximately one year. Their field of operation was 
logically reduced to the least. Actually the delegates do have thase funds, 
though, evidently, many of the plans could not be carried through them. 

b. ~ Problems with American officials in the different countriesi Though in the 

majority of the countries our relations are the best,psverthaless, we habe 
bad to face problems in same. For example, in Honduras we have had to 
change the Delegate due to pressure of Batista supporters. In our Delegation 
at Sao Paolo, Brasil, our Dale gates have even fad to clean fields, Just aa 
simple workers, ( they ware not sent to Latin America for such purposes) 
and further more they have even been prohibited to use the na»« of the ERE. 
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C) Psychological pressures which, influence on the delegates* One ought 
to understand the situation vfcicfa a tHi Delegate has to encounter in 
Latin “merica. benerally, they aro young boys and tha lonesome atmosphere 
in which they are., influences greatly upon the®* In repeated iccaatona 
to have stated the need of aatog frequent trips to the ‘'eiogationa, but 
up-to the present, no heed has been paid to our demand. We consider this 
of vital importance and, once again, W state our demand of traveling to 
the Delegations in order to maintain high the moral of the Delegates sad. 
to avoid a feeling of forlomrass and isolation in then.
